little bewildered at this moment 



lie is being assured on the one hand 
l>v iiiimcrtMis poliiu i.iiis, most of 
whom care more fur his vote than 
hit welfare, that the reciprocity 
iigrccmcnt with Canada will rnin 
hini. lilhcr men, among them such 
old and staBch friends as Secretary 
Wilson, are assuring him that not 
only (Tan i! do him no harm but that 
it will be (>f scr\i( C to him in that it 
will give him a Ix-trer market for 
some of the things he | roducrs and 
cheapen the price of some he has lo 
buy- Fortunately, the iaru;er is in 
• poaitioB to consider the queition 
tlispassionalely. He has bceii do- 
ing remaikaWly well ioi sc\ cial ) ears, 
l^e is not worrying where the money 
is to come from to pay the interest 
on his mortgage. He has paid it 
off and has money in bank. 

It should be an easy matter to 
convince the average American 
wheat grower th.i! the free admission 
of Canadian wheat cannot injure and 
nay benefit bin. If be does not 
know that the c of wheat for the 
world is fixed at Liverpool he cannot 
have read The Tribane closely dur- 
ing the last forty years. The price 
would not be affected by the free 
admission of Canadian grain. There 
would simply be a more extensive 
interchange of wheat. American 
millers wonlil buy more Canadian 
hard wheal foi mixing purposes, 
•ttd Canadian millers would bu\ 
more Amerii .m soft wheat. 1 asi 
year C'anada took a million dollars' 
worth 3f wheat of the United States. 
Hut for the (Canadian duty, which ii 
is proposed to repeal, more would 
have been taken. 

The reciprocal removal of duties 
would make a broader and steadier 
market for hotli ( ountries. There 
would be no mure attempts to run a 
wbeat comer in Chicago. The mosi 
dsikig speculator would regard it w 
too desperate i ' n ^trtjk'ii ; when 
lie had the ( ^ sojipiy to 

r-ck^a with. While the price ol 
wheat would be steadied the value 
of farm lands would not be affected. 
That u a deluaioD which the presi 
dent hat nade clean work of in his 
recent address. 

It happens occasionally that the 
Dakota* have a bad harvest year. 
That enables those who have saved 
their crops to get a higher price for 
their wheat. If Canadian wheat 
were let in free they would not get 
the higher price. The momentary 
advantage of a f£w men should not 
be allowed to outweigh the general 
gaia to the farmers and the millers 
through reciprocity in wheat. 

Take other grains — barley, oats, 
and buckwheat. The exports far 
exceed the imports. Therefore the 
farmer would have nothing to fear 
if the Canadian products which cost 
as much to raise as his do were let 
in free. The malsters would buy 
More Canadian barley, because ii 
answers better their special purpose, 
but the CanadiaiM would buy more 
.\merican barley. Hoth sets of con 
suroers would be benefited because 
there would be no duties to pay. 

Consider the farmer as a live stock 
raiser. The free admission of Can 
adiau cattle and hogs cannot harm 
him. They can be fattened more 
cheaply and to l>etter advantage here 
than in Canada. .\s TresideRt Taft 
says, "The tarmer who has curn 
will have his raw material in abund 
aace, and will fatten tbem tor the 
Chicago market at a profit." 

A word about corn. It is, as the 
president tayi, the greatest crop we 
raise, while in Canada little is grown 
So the .\nicrican duty of 40 < cnts a 
hundred, pounds on corn meal is an 
absurdity. The American corn 
grower wants a belter market fur 
his corn and its products. Ih 
reciprocity agreement reduces the 
duties on corn meal and the Can a 
dians will eat more corn bread. 

How is it with the farmer as \ 
fruit growei.' The other day Speak 
cr Cannon said, ** Ask the fruit grow 
crs of (.!alifi>rni.i what they arc go 
ing to do when Canadian fruits are 
free." A California paper answers 
htm thus: **They are going to send 
enormous quantities of their green, 
dried and canned fruits into the 
vast country that will be thrown 
open to them." The fruit growers 
of the south feel the same way. 



of Canadian fruits. 1 hey will send 
more to the dominion than the Can- 
adians will to the Cnited States, and 
they will get higher instca<l of lower 
prices. 

Nor need the farmer, even though 
he live near the (Canadian boundary, 
fe.ir an inv.ision of Canadi.iii ve^;!' 
tables and poultry. 1 he consump- 
tive capacity of the American cities 
is crcat and is beromiu;; greater. 
It will take I are of any sur|dus 
Canada may have. Th( re will he, j 
however, a new and profitable 
miRrket m the dominion for early 
.\i.ienian vegetables. Montreal,! 
( >itawa, and (Quebec need them.. 

Here and there, now and then, 
an individual f.irmcr will make a 
little less, because of reciprocity, 
but the farmers taken as a whole 
would le gainers as producers, 
i'hey would get no less for any of 
their crops; they wculd get more 
for some. Now, how wuuld the> 
stand as consumers? The president 
^ave some v.iUi.ible information on 
that point in bis Springfield address. 
The farmers are consumers of lum- 
ber and shingles. The reciprocity 
agreement would cheapen both of 
them. They have been complain- 
ing of the high cost of those articles 
for some years. Now is the time to 
bring down the price. 

I he farmers cannot question either 
the intelligence, the sincerity, or 
the genuine friendship for them of 
such men as Tresident Taft and 
Secretary Wilson. They have ev- 
ery reason to doubt the siiucrity 
and friendship of the men whu are 
seeking to make thcns believe that 
the Canadian farmer — who pays as 
high wsges as they do, lives as well 
as they do, and is as fond of getting 
good prices as they are — would un- 
dersell and ruin them. Does the 
farmer who has left Il!inoi)>-, Iowa, 
or MiQae^ota to settle in Canada 
become aivttifthtwa^ a fonsidable 
corapc'it' ' h*s M*!- 

neighbura uccu i>.'oicciioo? Must 
his products, barndess wkea ke 
raised them in one of those states, 
be barred out by a tariff wall in 
order to save the .\merican farmer 
from beggar)? The farmer need 
not go to the demagogical politician 
for an answer. His own common 
sense will give him one. — Chicago 
Tribune.

railroad bonds; but it now seems 
that few oiattefft of local importance 

are more vague to the majority of 
the younger citi/ens of today than 
the history and natvre of this old 
subject. 

I cannot lead you through the 
complicated history of these l)i»nds, 
for I, like many others, am not 
thoroughly familiar with its intri- 
cacies. I shall not altcmpt to write 
an outline of this now settled (|ues 
tion, b«t shdll here refer to a few of 
the many iacideatt btsriag on the 
subject. 

I'he old railroad bonds ve.xed and 
worried the citizens of Muhlenberg 
for many years. The original bonds 
(^400,000) weie issued in 1868 to 
aid in the construction of the Elisa- 
bethtown and Padncah R. R. now 
the I. C. Litigation and interest. 



Some idea ol the iJisplcasurc 
aronsed by the many unsuccessful 
attempts to coniprnuiise these un 
marketable bonds, may be gained 
from a speech deliveretl twenty five 
years ago and quoted iu the Muh- 
lenberg Sentinel on Sept. 16, 1910. 

The following is a verbatim re- 
port of a speech made to the In- 
dependent Order of Taxpayers in 
the year by han (lisli, a well 
known ami inllucnlial cili^cn, mIio 
resides near Gishton. A copy of 
thtsunitpie and characteristic speech 
was furnished the Sentinel by ils- 
ijoire R. T. Johns, who was secre- 
tary of the meeting at the time it 
was delivered.

extending over a period of almost i prominent bond holders there were 
forty ycnrs, ran the indebtedness

\ few years ago, during Judge T. 
J. Sparks' adniBistration, this in- 
debtedness was compromised for

made payable in 1905; 125,000 in

He, like 
nearly all other citizens of the coun- 
ty, felt coBvincnd and therefore ar- 
gued that the railroad debt could be 
met without a very noticeable in- 
crease in the payment of tax. But
